WASHIMGTON GOSSIP. 


A Washington 
correspondent says: 


Still figuring on the possibility of a gen- 
oral European war it is necessary to ob- 
serve that France roust help Russia if 
any other nation helps Japan, and Eng- 
land must help Japan if any other na- 
tion helps Riwsia. The result of these 
two treaties1 therefore, seems to be in 
the direction of neutrality. Germany is 
the traditional enemy of France 
and 


would therefore be likely to side with 
England and Japan rather than Russia. 
Germany iii'-tho eastern neighbor of. Eus- 
sin- and rather given as such a neighbor 
to the unpleasant practice of "hunch- 
ing." 
if, 


Italy, Belgium, Sweden and Xorway, 


Denmark and Spain are not considered 
important factors in the eastern question 
but all the European, nations are anxious 
about the position of the United States, 
niicl for this reason it is deemed al- 
most certain that Secretary Hay's sug- 
gestion of a. guarantee of the integrity 
of China pending the outcome of. hostili- 
ties will be r«adily accepted by every 
neutral nation in Europe, and this of it- 
self, it is believed, would have a ten- 
dency to prevent any general European 


The problem of preserving the open 


door iu China will have to be settled 
when the treaty of peace between Japan 
and Russia conies to be negotiated. Un 
til then the entire policy of the neutral 
powers win be to look after the interests 
of China. and to prevent aay partioipa 
tion in the fight by any European na- 
tion. It is the general opinion here that 
the war for the p»eaent will be entirely 
a naval one. Climatic conditions, com- 
bined with the vast extent of territory, 
in all probability will prevent any land 
operations for months to come. 
Tt is 


the hope of the neutral powers, therefore 
that the points at issue between Japan 
and Russia will be settled on the sea 
without involving the occupation of any 
large portion of Chinese territory by ci- 
ther of the warring powers. 


As a preliminary to the maintenance 


of the United States policy of the open 
door in China the state department is 
making careful preparations for sending 
the United States consuls to Mukden, 
Antuug and Dahiy to their posts. They 
will depart as soon as possible, and the 
usual supplies are being packed for dis- 
patch to Consul General Fowtw at Che- 
foo. 
Mukden and Antung are the two 


Maiiohurian ports which ware declared 
open to foreign trade by the new com- 
mercUl treaty between China and the 
United States. Both ports are occupied 
by Russians; Dalny is the Manohurian 
port nearest; to Port Arthur, and all 
three of those ptmces are 
within 
the 


sphere of actual hostilities. The new con- 
suls, Cheshire, XtoTison, and Morgan, will 
have no difficulty, it ie believed, in mak- 
ing the way through the lines to their 
new poets, as international law provides 
for the recognition and protection of 
consular agents of neutral governments.

While there is no iminediftte apprehen- 
sion for the steamer, it is known that 
the ice is so firmly packed on the west 
shore and so thick that a strong west 
wind must prevail to carry it away and 
release the vessel. At present the wind 
blows .from the east and north, causing 
more ice to come in. 


The F. & P. M, boat Xo. 1, came into 


port Monday night and is still at the 
Barry Bros, dock xinable to leave port. 
The freight on board was taken off yes- 
terday and two car loads were shipped 
over the St. Paul railway. It may be a 
week or ten days before the ice goes out 
and permits the steamer to clear. 


The boats of the Goodrich Transpor- 


tation company are all in port, luckily 
escaping imprisonment in the ice floes 
this time. According to marine men the 
ice extends a distance of sixty miles 
without open water and in placea it is 
piled up fifteen to tliirty feet High. So 
boat on fresh water could get through 
this this tremendous mass. 


Efforts hare been made on the part of 


the little fishing tug Emma Blouchor to 
steam out after seven miles of nets,- not 
lifted in three weeks, but in every in- 
stances the craft has been obliged to re- 
turn.

Her armament consists 
of six six-inch guns, twenty three-inch 
guns and eight 1.4 inch guns.

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THE COMPETING TRUST. 


The essence of the trust is the ability 


to make prices as desired for any desired 
locality, and to refuse sales to parties 
whom it is desirable to discipline. Decis- 
ions differ on these points and until 
congress drafts this necessary legislation 
in some measure, the courts will con- 
tinue to side with or against the trusts. 
It seems good law that corporations re- 
ceiving their power to do business from 
the state arc subject to different regu- 
lations than an individual 
or private 


partnership might be, and therefore a 
corporation should be compelled to sell 
to any individual ov corporation tender- 
ing the ruling market price with 
the 


cash. 
One western court has held no 


corporation can bu compelled to sell its 
goods to a would-be 
customer if it is 


desirous of refusing, the case coining up 
through an individual having been .re- 
fused the right to buy goods of the cor- 
poration. This right would of course en- 
able all the combinations to discipline 
as so minded which is being daily done. 
The candy trust, however in Xew York 
came to grief through the application of 
the decision of the court, that of the 
court of special sessions, which held a 
conspiracy existed to destroy competi- 
tion and thirteen officials of the 
trust 


only succeeded in escaping a vulgar im- 
prisonment by 
pleading guilty 
to a 


charge of conspiring to maintain a mo- 
nopoly. 
As it is sentence is only sus- 


pended and unless the trust mends its 
conspiring ways, the offenders arc very 
liable io be called back to court and 
sentenced. Au account of these proceed- 
ings is not uninteresting, taken from the 
Xc\v York special correspondence of a 
Chicago paper, llrst premising that the 
trial has occupied several months and as 
stated -above the offenders ou trial have 
plead guilty:

The city of Baltimore has been visited 


with the most disastrous fire in its his- 
tory, and the second largest in the coun- 
try. The destruction o! property it is 
estimated will reach between $150,000,- 
000 and $200.000,000 with, injuries in- 
flicted upon thirty-five people. 1'ortu- 
nately, though the loss is still very 
great, the retail district was not ser- 
iously affected, and the residence dis- 
trict left practically untouched. Yet in 
the tamed district vreve many hundreds 
of families who a.re rendered homeless 
through the destruction of the buildings 
in which they bad their homes. 


Prom many quarters relief is pouring 


in and the response to the call of neces- 
sity has again-shown this country is ever 
generous to its stricken unfortuna,tes. 
The government authorities were early 
on the scene -and gave valuable aid in 
preventing the extension of the blazing 
fire none. 


It is probable the total fire loss a.t 


Baltimore may exceed that of the Chi- 
cago fire of 1871. While the number of 
buildings destroyed will not be near as 
lurge. yet Baltimore is a much larger 
city than was -CMcago iu 1871 and the 
burned buildings contained more valu- 
able property. 


• The Baltimore fire proves once again 
that all cities are liable to just such a 
disastrous visitation. Given the eombin- 
attofi of qiiwXrly burning material and of 
a strong gale, and these fire'horrors are 
liable to devour pitilessly. These great 
fires show all buildings burn 
pretty 


much alike aud alleged fire proof build- 
ings go down with the others to ruin.

York case is directly in point aud the 
good sense of the judges have made clear 
the unwise contention of 
some 
state 


laws that the American flag could not be 
publically used. In the case in question 
decided not long since, the defendant 
has in a cigar box label design included 
the Hug of the union. 
The minions of 


the state arrested him and he stood trial 
for the alleged outrage. 


The case went to the .nppclntc division 


of the supreme court, the majority opin- 
ion holding ''that while it was compe- 
tent under the police power for the leg- 
islature to make it n misdemeanor pub- 
licly to mutilate, deface, 
defy, 
defile, 


trample on, or cast contempt ou the na- 
tional or state Hag, either by words or 
net, there is nothing in the use of the 
flag as a trade mark that suggests the 
idea (fhat it is degraded or belittled. 
To 


prohibit its decorous use in such connec- 
tion must be regarded as an iinnnth'iriz- 
cd interference with the liberty of the 
citizen and would deprive persons owning 
such trade marks of their property with- 
out, duo process of law."

In the peaceful aim we signified assent to the proposals of the Japan- 
ese government to revise agreements regarding Korean affairs existing between the two governments 
However, the negotiations begun upon this subject were not brought to conclusion and Japan with- 
out awaiting the receipt of the last responsive proposals of .our government, declared the negotia- 
tions broken offand diplomatic relations with Russia dissolved. 


"Without advising us of the fact that the breach of such relations would in itself mean ui 


opening of warlike operations the Japanese government *aW orders to Its torpedo boats to suddenly 
attack our squadron standing in the outer harbor of the fortress Port Arthur. Upon receiving 
reports from the viceroy in the far east about this, we immediately commanded him to answer the 
Japanese challenge,-with armed force.

THE KIDNAPING OF GLOVER 


Former Racine AKan Sends Journal 


pins; of Celebrated Case* 


The Journal ia in ree'eipt of a -letter 


from Mr. Clement Chase, of Omaha, Jfeb. 
where he is engaged in the newspaper 
business, containing a clipping from the 
Journal "away back in 1853 and 1854, rcl- 
atire to the pnrt his father, the late 
Colonel Champion S. Chase, formerly a 
Hacine pioneer took in the kidnaping 
of a colored man Glover. The article re- 
views how a report was received that the 
colored man living near Rice 4 9fnolaires 
mills, had been seized by a party of men, 
hand-cuffed and'carried off. 


The article says: "The war is orer, 


and all rejoice at it; 
but 
sometimes" 


things come up that make one's 'blood 
boil, at the trials men went through in 
the years 1853-5* Rncine was accused 
(and she accepts the soft impeachment) 
of having almost solitary and alone set 
the ball in motion that did not stop till 
it resulted in the freedom of 4,000,000 
bondsmen.

"It ^yas in March, 1864, that a ease of 


kidnaping occurred in this city,, surpas- 
sing all others of the slave power wand 
its tools in flendishnesa. and in iinpor- 
tancc, even the Burns Case in Boston." 


The article then goes on and tells of 


the men who kidnaped Glover and spirit- 
ed him away to Milwaukee; how "a meet- 
ing ol citizen* :wa» h*H and addrewed 
by Colonel Chate and others, strong res- 
olutions passed, scoring tlv« act of the 
kidnaping. It resulted in 200 men go- 
ing to Milwaukee;, battering down th« 
jail doors and netting Glover free. 
It 


was .the gnine spirit, fanned and kept 
alive by the arrogance of the slave pow- 
er that finally Beit free 4,000,000. captive 
slaves. After the rescue of Glover he 
was placed on »n underground railroad 
for Canada.
